(Once, in 1946, staying at an 
Israeli border farm co unity, 
I was issued a rifle and ammu- 

ition. I slept with it, loaded, 
beside my cot. A raid there 
some months before had seen 
four men killed. The weapon 
comforted me only a little.) 

Only the fact of Egypt's seri- 
ous internal troubles has pre- 
vented a war. This newest inci- 
dent will bring it nearer. But 
likely it will subside. The Egyp- 
tians have lost face: But they 
know they, too, are guilty. They 
should also know by now that the 
Israelis will fight—and fight well. 

The Arab-Israeli war, theoret- 
ically ended by the armistice in 
1949 was, without argument, be- 
gun by the Arabs. The Jews 
had accepted a United Nations 
resolfition of November, 1947, to 
partition Palestine. Arab n 
refused. Egypt, Syria, Lebanon, 
Iraq, and Jordan arm 
backed with tanks and planes. 
The Jews, fighting fanatically 
with almost fantastic courage, 
men always fight when they 
have a cause, did not break un- 
der the initial assault. They 
bent, being greatly outnumbered. 
But they fought back.

The Israelis believe in time 
Egypt will come to the peace 
table rather than declare 
all-out war. 

It is just one of those lucky 
publishing coincidents that, on 
the day following the retaliation 
raids by the Israelis, Harper's 
Magazine should appear with an 
article, ‘‘Israel’s Policy of Re- 
prisals.”’ It is written by Moshe 

(Moses) Brilliant, a newspaper- 
man in Jerusalem. 

He points out these reprisals 
have cost Israel some friends 
and support because the back- 
ground is not known. They fol- 
low a series of small “‘incidents” 
which receive little publicity. 
These small ones go on almost 
Ycontinually. 

On September 30, 4954, for ex- 
ample, the Jerusalem Post re- 
ported a half-dozen ‘‘overnight 
incidents’’ irrigation pipes 
had been stolen, 480 sheep were 
stolen.and the shepherd shot; 
guards drove off marauders ata 
village in the North, etc., etc. 

Individually they were hardly 
worth reporting. 
Yet, cumulatively, the mur- 
dered shepherd was the -796th 
Israeli casualty since 1949. The 
shooting up of the village was 
the 1,828th armed attack.

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How Big a ‘Gouge’ 
Will Public Stand? 


R. G. Taber, president of Atlanta Gas 
Light Co., should know whereof he spcaks 
when he discusses the natural gas indus- 
trv. His reaction to the forced 15 per cent 
rate increase facing Atlanta as a result of 
an application to the Federal Power Com- 
mission by his company’s supplier, South- 
ern Natural Gas Co., is, therefore, of 
great interest. | 

Opposing the increase, Mr. Taber is 
quoted as saying; ““We don’t want them to 
gouge us and we don't want to gouge our 
customers.” ; 

The hike would have to be passed on 
to Atlanta consumers, since the company 
operates on a profit margin ‘that would 
make it impossible for it to absorb the dif- 
ference. 

Although the increase affects 20 other 
Georgia towns and cities, the bulk of the 
$7.000.000 hike would be paid by Atlan- 
tans. They would pay $3,800,000 more for 
their gas. 

The application is now being argued 
before the commission in Washington. 
Whatever its merits, a 15 per cent rate 
increase sounds exorbitant. We may as- 
sume from Mr. Taber's reaction that it is 
exorbitant. 

The case again illustrates the reasons 
why public utilities came to be regulated 
in the first place. This regulation in most 
countries has become outright public own- 
ership. In either instance, the reasons were 
rooted in abuse of the public's interest. 

But even this increase would appear 
small if the recurrent efforts to amend 
the Natural Gas Act in Congress are suc- 
cessful. Once more a drive is on to ex- 
empt from regulation the non-transport- 
ing producers of gas. These producers in 
the field claim that competition will pro- 

tect the consumer against exorbitant 
prices. The facts show differently. 

For six years there has been compara- 
tively little regulation of these producers, 
as legal battles and congressional skir- 
mishes tied up the machinery. Prices of gas 
in the field have been rising Steadily, with 
competition among the buyets for the raw 
product. | eh 

These increases at the source of pro- 
duction are perhaps part of the reason for 
the current request by Southern Natural 
for a 15 per cent hike. : 

Regulation of natural gas should begin 
in the field and extend through the dis- 
tribution channels to the consumer. Unless 
these efforts to escape such regulation are 
defeated, the entire economy will be af- 
fected adversely. The current rat race 
for higher rates must be curbed or this 
source of cheap power will eventually 
be denied American industry and the 
consumer will turn to other fuels. 

The Eisenhower administration, which 
promised to stabNize the cost of living, has 
done a poor job with its regulatory bodies. 
Most of them are now stacked with men 
srepresenting the industries.they are sup- 
posed to regulate.

Dwellers in Cities 
Are Interdependent 


Cities are more than streets and utili- 
ties and business statistics. They are 
places where men are born and die, and 
live out their lives shoulder to shoulder.

Unless British intellg@nce services are 
worse than they used to be, we can sleep 
easier for at least a few nights. 

Prime Minister Churchill said yester- 
day that the United States is the only 
country in the world able to deliver a 
full-scale hydrogen bomb attack on a 


“few hours notice.” His information, of 
course, came from those in the British 
Government whose job. it is to know. 
They contradict the bombast of recent 
Russian utterances. 

So, concluded Sir Winston, ‘the 


threat of a hydrogen attack on these 
islands lies in the future.” 

The prime minister's remark illus- 
trates the great uncertainties of the age in 
which we live. Everything is for the fu- 
ture—our lives and fortunes are all tied 
up with the imponderables of atomie 
energy. 

Those who look into that future say 
that Russia will-soon have the capability 
of destroying this country in a matter of 
hours. At the same time, we already have 
that capacity to destroy theirs. Mean- 
while, we race desperately to build even 
more powerful weapons that will enable 
us with a push of a few buttons to send 
missiles. Soaring into the air to saturate 
a whole continent with atomic explosions. 
The.same power is being poised at us. 

In the event of such an attack by 
both parties, the experts also tell us, there 
would be two less nations in the world. 
Literally and figuratively, each would be 
dead. ; 

The way out? That’s also for the fu- 
ture. There's one thing for The 
United States will survive only so long 
as. any aggressor knows. that to attack 
us would be suicide. On that precarious 
thread hangs the very existence of our 
nation and of the other free nations allied 
with us. 

Meanwhile, this atomic stalemate gives 
us time to seek a peaceful way out. The 
alternative is beyond human imagination.

Rough Time Ahead 


For Gas Consumer ° 


WASHINGTON—Now a cabinet committee ap- 
pointed by President Eisenhower recommends that 
natural gas producers be exempted from regula- 
tion by the Federal Power Commission. although the 
held recent!y that it was the duty of the FPC to re 


the 1938 Natural Gas Act. 

This brings to a full circle the 
intriguing story of how your gov- 
ernment is heing reshaped to fa- 
Vor politically powerful economie 
interests which have chafed under 
regulatory agencies created by 
Congress to protect the public and 
have long sought to shake off such 
regulation. | 

First, the FPC was packed at 
the top with persons ‘“business- 
minded” in viewpoint, so far as 
opportunity permitted. Shifts in the 
commission, itself, were brought 
about through the President's ap- 
pointive power. Second, a recent 
“reorganization” of the 
staff weeded out veteran experts 
in electric utility and natural gas 
rate-making who had established 
reputations for standing firm for 
the public and: consumer interests 
as was detailed here some days 
ago. What has happened in the 
FPC has happened in other regu- 
latory agencies. 

Now, as for the FPC and natural 
gas, the administration has’ re- 
vealed its purpose openly so that, 
finally, we can place responsibility 
for this change in government 
Where it belongs — at the top. This 
{inal maneuver is a big green light 
to giant oil campanies that own 
the bulk of natural gas to step up 
their present drive to get Congress 
to exempt them from regulation. 

There are some very interesting 
aspects in this intervention by the 
administration in the field of regu- 
latory commissions through this 
particular cabinet commission. Its 
chairman is Arthur S, Flemming,

Spivey, you know, was blackballed after the Kentucky scan- 
dals. They never could pin anything on him, but there was always 
the suspicion. Even after they declared him not guilty, he still 
couldn’t return to Kentucky. When his draft number came up in 
the NBA, he was passed over. He insisted he’d done nothing 
wrong, but the testimony of Walt Hirsch and Jim Line, both 
found guilty, was involving. 

Happy Chandler, late commissioner of baseball, took an 
interest in Spivey’s case and put in a word with Saperstein 
for him. Spivey had been playing with the Detroit Vagabonds, 
a barnstorming troop of a secondary nature, when Chandler 
sent him to Abe with this message: 

He needs the kind 
of break you can give him.” 

Abe wouldn’t touch him with the 10-foot pole that Adolph Rupp 
insisted could never reach his boys. First, he had to have a look 
at the transcript of the testimony in Spivey’s hearing. There were 
500 pages of it. It cost him a dollar a page. ° 

“T read every word,’’ Saperstein said, *‘and I was convinced 
that Spivey was innocent. He appealed to me because I was 
kicked around so much when I was young. I’ve told the NBA that 
if they want him, I'll give Spivey his release. He can make more 
money in the NBA. In my opinion, he’s the best big man in the 
country now that George Mikan has retired.” 

Spivey apparently has despaired of an NBA welcome. 
The reason he didn’t come to Atlanta, he’s gone back to Ken- 
tucky to finish work on his degree. If he doesn’t get a chance 
with the pros, he’ll go into coaching when he’s through with 
school, and the Globetrotters, and has paid all the expenses 
of his defense. 

Whether innocent or guilty, they’ve charged him one price 
that. nobody can pay.
